A man named Itowan was reeommemlcd to l*rt^i- 
deiit AfcKiiiley as the fellow who eould do the joh. 
The r^resident sent for him and gave him a letter to 
be delivm'ed to t birein. Without n word or momeni N 
delay. TJowiin took the message, went to Cuba, Inmled 
by night off her coast in an u]mn limit, disaiipt'ared

kcepiu^g: records in the Interiiatioii- 
al t dtice and also has tried to help 
uiir local imiuns, Avherever possible, 
to do so also. And yet we have 
always been careful to maintain 
a systcni that is ''foolproof be- 
canse of the pension and death 
benefits of oiir members wliieh are 
involved. 

For several years now, the Inter- 
national Office has made studies of 
va rious 1) o o k k c c p t n g mac bin es 
which would be adaiitable to the 
needs of onr local unions. 

Our Constitution provides that 
a record be made of eaeli dues pay- 
luent. The writing of these re- 
ceipts and the snljseiiucnt posting 
anti balancing of the nmntli s 
transactions costs money in the 
amount tpf time and etTorl expen^ 
ded. If an error is made, it may 
not only .icopanlize the members' 
death and pension benetits but will 
cost the local additional money in 
working time lost, to have t^ffiec 
employes locale the error and rec- 
tify it on the books. The Inter- 
national Office shares in this addi- 
tional eosl hccau.se any ei'rtjrs in 
the original in formal ion forwar<led 
\o llic I. O. is posted on our records 
also and iheti our employes must 
go ha(‘k and make corrections 
from this end as well. 

AVe liave devised a system of 
dues acconntiug for local unions 
wherchy the chances of making 
errors have bemi cut to an absolute 
minimum. In exfiloring the needs 
of onr building trades locals, 
have found that tlie use of account- 
ing luachines not only reduces the 
time required for writing receipts 
and posting them, hut at the same 
t ime, t n od t ices a Journal l ad a n ee 
slieet that serves as a permanent 
record and Is in a form tirefcivred 
\iy audilors.

inaL They are p<mr sorgienl risks 
and have less iTsistanee to in fee- 
lion. tijillbladder tlisease and giilb 
stoiies ai'e so fn*queiitly as^HHUatiMl 
with overweight, that obesity ami 
overeating are generally aeeepted 
as eontrihnting ismses to the for- 
mal ion of gallstones. Treatment 
for gallstones Is generally surgery. 
The man or wmman who is 25 or 
no pounds overweight will have 
a det>osil of fa! varying from one 
lo five iuehets thiek over the ab- 
dominal wall. This fal is mueli 
slower than musele or other tissue 
in lieaUiig and uuieli more likely 


to heeotne infeeted. Danger of 
rupture and ptieminuiia is also 
imte*h greater,

when Si. Louis wuh u city of jras 
iights amj hoim^s and buirtfies a younjr 
electrician with an itiea for a fire 
alarm system went into business. He 
wanted what every young man wants 
— to build a iirofitahle Imsineas which 
would make him famous. 

Now» <>fj years lately his idea Is 
still at work at the l^otter EUTtnc 
Sifrnal Co.^ the only central station 
signal company in St, Louis to com- 
jtete against the nationally known 
AJhT. Company, 

The young man who starlet I his 
business in l8tM was C. L. Loiter, 
His idea was to convince warehoust* 
and factory owners to let him eipiip 
their buildings with his fiii» alarm 
system. It meant a great savings in 
rcHiuced iiiBuraiu^e rates, and also fur- 
iiished belter fire jirotection since 
transmitting fire ulanna in those days 
was a slow and conipliraUHl process. 

Potter’s pei'somil fire uhinn system 
gained favor quickly — and soon his 
original system of transmitUng 
alarms from the building directly to 
the fire station in that district had 
to be changeiL The fire chi<»fs com- 
plaitH'il of the largo amount of i^tuip- 
moiit installed in their stations! 

In UHKh the volume of fii'e iilann 
circuits in ojieruUoii demanded a cen* 
tral station to handle the culls. In 
that year Potter o|ami'd one in the 
then new Century huilding at Ninth 
and Olive streets in downtowai St. 
Louis. 

A few years later, through the

Actuated Tools

Headlines on the ClanagaLd bi'awls, as 
all front-page stories have a habit 
doing, 84*0111 to have been relegated to 
the back pagi^s. In othf^r ^vords: “.AlPs 
quiet along the rivera Shannon and 
Liffry." Ilon't go 'way tho’; i^eace 
basiiT broken out — the battle will, no 
diiubl, he resumed very shortly on 
another front. One ticwr knows ub^iut 
guy.s like uiir O'Brien, an I his com- 
panion in crime, Red Young! 

St^niiusly, there's very little chance 
that p«-ace and quiet in any labor 
organization will ever reach the point 
iif btmulonu If it isn't one thing it's 
another! Right at the moment ex- 
plosive-powered, or powder-actuated 
tf»ols have the boys ijuite concerned. 
Too many of our members have been 
injured — and one of them lost his life 
— while using these late additions to 
the speed-up system. Con.sequently, 
after a recent Injury to another of (lur 
meinbei*s, our local union meeting in- 
structed Business Manager O'Brien to 
notify all employci's that our mem- 
bers n^fufie to use any type of pow- 
der-actuated totds. The secretary

We got a lot of re-ncKon^ but tjuick! 
The employers tried to wear mit the 
telephones into our offices wanting to 
know what was wrong, Evklently 
they believe tlnit carrying Workmen's 
Compensation insii r anee lets tivem out, 
and that deaths and injuries resulting 
from the use of these ’*guns” is a 
matter of concern only to tlie insur- 
ance carriers. We tloirt feel that way 
about it. Our members furnish the 
raw material for industnal accidents 
and when the bread-whiiun- of a fam- 
ily is disabled it^s more than a mere 
statistic to his family — ^and Vo his 
union. 

We find many other IREW locals in 
the Ninth Idstrict have the same low 
ojiinion of these powder- actuated 
tools, and refuse to allow their mem- 
bers to use them. We would like to 
hear from other locals alxiut their 
experience with these explosive-pow- 
ered tools] either through correspond- 
ence in the Jophnal, or directly lo 
our local union. Any information will 
lie greatly appreciated. 

.Another matter on which there is a 
decided diffei'ence of opinion iMUwwn 
us and the employers is the starting 
rate for apji rent ices. This was form- 
erly 3o per cent of the journeyman 
rate. With the rise in the cost of 
living, this rate, which amounts to 
iHiU cents per hour, just isn't enough 
for boys good enough to be* considen-d 
as materiat for journeyman wi remen. 
Our California State .Association Con- 
vention recommended lo all affiliatetl 
locals that the rate be tnci'ea,‘?ed to 
50 per cent of the journeyman rate— 
or il.37^2 per hour. Immediately ci tes 
of despair arose from some of the 
employers — but there just aren't any 
boys entering the trade now. The 
arnnied services are gtdting all of 
them. So the only a pii rent ices avail- 
able are those with over 18 nionlhs 
of training, and their rate is 50 per 
cent. This matter, along with a cost- 
of-living increase for all of us, will 
l)e discussed at our negotiations with 
the NEC A, which will start shortly, 

l.ocal Union U is happy to report 
the liest of cooperation from oiij- 
sister locals in Southern California on 
the above matters — ‘in fact on every 
issue that comes up. This spirit of 
coo}jeration is Ixdng waimly s]mn- 
sored by Eu.siness Manager f)’Brien. 
He isn't the sort of lad who waits 
for the other fellow to make the first 
i^iove. He cooperates. Ami the ex- 
ample is catching! 

All of the old-timers in Local Union 
11 are dee]ily grieved by thi^ passing 
of our good friend. Intern at ioiml Ileip- 
leseiitative Amos P'eely, When Amos 
finally laid down the tools after a life- 
time of service to his fellow-men, llie 
IBFIW lost one of its very best. Men 
like Amos don't come in job-lots.

High Cost of Korea 
Shown bv Sergeant

II isn't often that a press secretary 

has the i)ri%dleKt* of writinR: about a 
Brother member who has seen active 
ser\'ice iji two wars. I have that privi- 
lefre and am proud to introduce to 
you, Brother Bay Trasky, Seri^eant 
in the U idled States Sigrnal Coifis, 
who was a veteran of the Far EasG 
vn\ Campaij^n duriug^ Woidd War II. 
Reaching Yokohama at the eonclusioti 
of hostiiities he was called to active 
duty again on l>eceml)er I, and 

was shipped out Kebruaiy I, H>o0 
lK>timl for Korea. 

The unusual thing about the whole 
ex|>erience was that Trasky found 
himself back in his old outfit that ht? 
had left after W'orld War 1 1, with 
the same equipment he had become 
so familiar with, namely ^ "trans- 
mitters/' "Lack of good etiuiimieiit 
and technicians who know their busi- 
ness is the crying need of our armed 
forces in Korea today/' said Trasky. 
“To continue liosUlities in Korea 
against the Red Chinese forces cotild 
consume many years of fighting as 
thidr man power is unlimited and 
they care not abriiit human losses. 
These peojde actually thrive on \viu\ 
The South Koreans insist on having 
ail of Korea at the price of American 
blood. We call this a United Nations 
police action but in reality it is United 
States money, United States etpiifj- 
ment and United States personnel 
that is taking the awful punishment," 
said Trasky. 

Sergeant Trask y's headqua iters 
were at Seoul and his duties brought 
him to the Ih^ace Camp at Muiisan 
where transmitters were in use at all 
times. Since his leaving Korea, the 
Ptnice negotiations huve been carried 
on at Panmunjom, "Almost every 
piece of radio equipment used by the 
Chincfse is American made and the 
Chinese operator at Munsan was a 
woman !” 

In our closing conversation Trasky 
said, *Tt was the happiest moment in 
my life when I learned that I was 
to letimi to the States, Back to my 
wife and kids and America was all 
I wanted." His parting words were, 
"My one hope is that the Cease Fire 
ai rives by Christmas for all the men 
over theiTe." Ami 1 l>elieve this is the 
universal prayer of ue all.

Suggestion for 
“Journal" Feature 

L. TL 2<I2. MINNEAPOLIS, MINN.— 

Because our Journal is such a fine 
magazine and just the thing to have 
around for reference on different sub- 


jects and to quote from, I've gotten 
the habit of saving every issue so I 
will have it around for these reasons. 

Well, I started thinking one night, 
if there was any way possible to make 
it even a little better — I think I have 
found something that will do just 
that* A page or two of information 
on books, pamphlets, studies, oi- any- 
thing that might pertain to the elec- 
trical industry, taxes, welfare plans, 
unionism or many other types that 
are of interest to the electrician and 
his welfare as a union man and a 
bread-winner, Wc are interested in 
economic stability and things that 
will save us money in taxes because 
of correct ways to fill out tax forms 
claiming till deductions, or make us 
better citizens and able to contribute 
more to the government, be it local, 
state or national. 

For an example of what I mean, 
at the University of Minnesota, night 
school is conducted once a week in 
“Union Administration.'' Now in this 
class we use a textbook called “The 
House of Labor." I feel that this is 
such a fine book that everyone in 
evei-j^ union should read this book. 
If we had an information page that 
I spoke of, this hook could l>e listed 
with a little information as to what 
is inside the cover and whoever might 
be intei'ested could no doubt find h 
in his own community* 

Now where should this information 
come from, might be the next fiues- 
tion. I believe it might come from a 
minimum of two sources — one, our 
Educational and Eeseai'ch Depart- 
ment; another, our membership. I 
just mention these two because 1 
think with all of the material that 
might pass through the Educational 
and Rc^search Department, and with 
the diversified interests of the mem- 
bership, these twn combined should 
take care of the needs of this new 
section in the Journal* 

Something else that Pve thought 
about is the feasibility of all of the 
unions (IBEW) within a city or 
metropolitan area buying a building 
for their offices and meetings, jointly* 
The union that doesn't own its own 
building will have to pay rent some- 
where for its office and 1 think it 
would be a good Idea if that rent 
were paid hack to the union in the 
fonn of i>ayments on some propGify 
that all of the unions could own some 
day. Since our business is just the 
different branches of the electrical 
industry we all have somewhat the 
same problems in common; and with 
all the offices of all the IBEW locals 
in one community under one roof, 
would be easy for the Business Agent 
to meet and settle any questions that 
might arise in a hurry. I also be- 
lieve this might strengthen the fi- 
nances of all interested locals be- 
cause in time all that would have to 
be paid would be taxes and upkeep— 


the money saved fiom rent could go 
into helping out each local in any 
number of ways. 

I’ve brought up on the floor of our 
meetings and in the Journal a few 
times, that we are teaching our ap- 
prentices the electrical business from 
A to Z, but when it comes to teaching 
them what bapi>cns to the dollar that 
the local takes in or the purpose of 
their union, or some othei- item con- 
nected with unionism, we fall down 
badly. And when we fall down like 
this we are undermining all the hard 
struggles that those before us went 
through to get a union. The younger 
members don't know what took place 
to organize or even carry a card 
yearn ago, and all they know is that 
they do have a card and that they 
should imy their dues once a month. 
But the \vhys and wherefores, they 
don't know, and they nev'er will un- 
less they're taught* So I hope m the 
near future we, in Minneapolis, might 
have a mandatory course for all ap- 
jirentices and othei- new members 
coming in so they will appreciate 
their union, see the strength they 
have and come to the meetings and 
contribute to the local the way they 
should. 

As of No\.^emher 20 we have been 
awarded a six and one-half cents an 
hour raise so the New Year looks a 
little bit brighter. And I hope that 
all of us all over the counti-y will 
see the New Year bring with it peace 
and pro.sperity to all mankind for all 
time. A Happy New Year to All!

Ponder Contract 

L. V. 4 er>. SAN calm-.— 

The workers of the San Diego Gas 
and Electric Company ai*e pondering 
whether to amend or cancel their 
agieement. There are st»ctimis that 
have not been brought up to date and 
need clarifying. There are factions 
in the union who are adverse to 
touching the agreement in any man- 
ner in fear of htsing thidr double time 
dause* Many otberu are in favor of 
no uvertime at all and a livable eight- 
hour-a*day wage scale. What the 
membership will do with thtdr enn-* 
tract will he d'dermined by the time 
this ailicle giM-'H press. 

A new classitlcatiim has been atided 
to the agreement wluui the iiislrumont 
technicians voted at a consent eli'ction 
to recognixe this union as their bar- 
gaining agent. This is the dimux 
of a long and bitter stmggle of these

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luon, of whom tmv was dist'hiii'gtHl. 
Cosby Newsom last February was 
discharged. He spent many hours in 
the iibmr\' studying^ the law to find 
out what his rights were. He natar* 
i^ied all statements and filed unfair 
labor charges against the company. 
Thi^ first wei*k of August, the 
conducted a hearing to de* 
termine whether utifair labor prac- 
tices existed. In September the trial 
examiner issued a cease ami desist 
t>i‘dci% requesting the company to 
reinstate N\*wsom at full wages anil 
senoHty and for the company to dis- 
continue its unfair labor practice. The 
company filed lludr exceptions with 
the Board in Washington, In the 
meantime, the inslrumenl technicians 
continued their efToils in having the 
union bargain for them, which was 
achieved at the c<msent election. 
The St' men are the tectmicians who 
ohseiwe efficiency tests, maintain con- 
tnd instiainients in the generating 
stations. 

Not all issues are at loggerheads 
with the company. The union and 
empli»yes set up a novel armngtmient 
for coordinating the blood donor and 
participation program. It is a joint 
vemure and is opeiiiting successfully 
and to eveiyoive's satisfaction. When 
a person is in need of blood and has 
the worry of doctor's' bills, hr' can rest 
asstmKl that his expenses of bloiwl 
donations will be settled. In coopera- 
tiem with the local blood bank- a non- 
proIlL iirganiKntion, donors credit the 
blood to the union's ci'cdit. WHien 
bhH>d is needed* union members and 
non-members who work for’ the Gas 
Company may call upon the union for 
credit. Tlie first pint is released to 
the workers, eliminating the *$2r> 
chai'ge. If it is for the worker or his 
immediate family another pint is re- 
leased, eliminating the $T,oO charge. 
Ot hoi's of the family must pay the 
S7*au fir provide donors. The aminge- 
ment eases a hardship on the family 
at a time when all its capital is 
neciled. 

The insidi* and outside locals in 
Sail niego worked out an agreemnt 
bfdwecn them which is both fair and 
CKpiitahle, The agreement is based on 
the Constitution, hut spells out with 
diagrams the intent of jurisdiction of 
each. There are I wo points not men- 
tioned in the agreement. Voltage ami 
property lines have been eliminated. 
In its place, customers' usage and the 
function of substations have been 
eia rified.

Out here in 
Califoniia, big things are in progress 
arid many of the problems confi'ont- 
ing Local 1215 are nf intei'est to all 
branches of the Rrotherhood. 

First, (Hii‘ local has jurisdieiion in 
utility and out side branches. We have 
a contract with the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company* second largest pri- 
vate utilily in the country with a 
capUalizalimi of over one hi! lion dol- 
lars, covering physical, clcnctil and 
general construction ilepailnients in 
gas, elect rid ty, water and stciim. We 
also have contracts covering the fol- 
lowing: l.ine Const ruction with the 
California- Nevada Line Const ructors 
chapter of the N.E.C..V.* the Sacra- 
mento Muiiidpul rUlity Dislnct, the 
Sacramento (’ity Lines (Truns|Mirta- 
tion), the Sierra Pacific Power Com- 
pany* iipemting in Califoniia and 
Nevada, the Key System (transporta- 
tion nmintenunce) ami working agree- 
ments for electricians in the cities 
of Oakland, .Alame<la and Berkeley. 

This local union was oHginally 
chartereii on April IS, HP41 and sub- 
eequeJUly re-c ha rtn-eil on Fd»ruary 
2R, 1U51* due to its amalgamation 
with Local D124. Local J-'124 was 
chartered to cover four San Fi'andsco 
Hay .4rea 1*. C, and E. divisions 
which formerly were covered Uy a 
U.W,U,A,-C.L0. contract wiih P. C, 
ami E, The employes formerly under 
C.LO., Jtiiuestofl assistance in U>48 
to get out fi'oni under the tlomi nation 
of Joseph Fisher, who rode into the 
CT.O. with Ills company union in Con- 
solidated Edison of New York.

Lidianapolis. 

This system as installed by L.U. 
22 and the other locals mentitmed 
here, lends itself well to building 
trades locals wlicre ]>ayinents are 
made in various ways— in person, 
by cheek or money order, and for 
any jietiod of time from one month 
to a year or incu'e. 

This is in contrast to the punch 
card systems wliieh aj-e in force in 
sojiie of our large mamifacturirig 
locals which have the cheek-otf sys- 
tem of dues payment. 

We are glad to have so many of 
our locals adopting these new im- 
proved mctliods of dues accoiint- 
iiig.

Tubcreulosis 
strikes more people who are uruler- 
weight than it does those whose 
weight is normal. Poor eating 
habits, overactivity, too little rest, 
worry and tension cause uiider- 
wnngiit.

15 to 20 ea lories and then aThl 
500 to 1000 ealorie.s ilaily until
